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expe&ed* would have been Streaming : But in lefs 
than an Hour, the Clouds (which had been pretty 
ftill) began to move to the S. W. and at laft obfcured 
the whole Hemifphere^ which before was all; clear 
enough (except towards the North) to (hew the Stars, 
although befpread with Vapours, like a thin Fog, a 
little inclining to red. 

This Relation I thought it convenient to give -you, 
and the Illuftrious Society, becaufe it may affift fuch 
as are wifer than my felf to difcover the Nature of this 
difficult Phenomenon.
